MOB SLAYS DEPUTY SHERIFF, 


Attack on Ix>ui»lniiu Jail Rcslitnd and »n 


Officer Killed. 


Houston, Texas, Sept 29.—A special 


from Lake Charles, La., says that all 
day there were rumors of the probable 
lynching of Pierce Scott, a negro In 
jail there charged with an attack on 
Miss Oswald, aged 73, a sister of Mrs. 
Judge Gorman. 
About 9 o'clock a 


crowd gathered at the courthouse and 
demanded the keys to the jail. Judge 
Miller addressed the mob and urged 
them to disperse and promised to try 
the, case in' the morning. This prom- 
ise had Its effect and the mob left. At 
11 o'clock, however, another advance 
was made and the crowd ran toward 
the jail with an Iron battering ram 
fifteen feet long and three inches In 
diameter. D. S. A. Harmon and Paul 
Sloan, deputy sheriffs jnslde the jail, 
warned them and then shot over the 
heads of the crowd. 
Some one fired 


at the deputies, Paul Sloan was shot 
and fatally wounded. He died at 1:16 
o'clock a. m. The sheriff and deputies 
outside the jail dispersed the crowd at 
the points of their pistols, and mem- 
bers of the crowd began to call for the 
arrest of those who shot Sloan, Sev- 
eral men known to have been armed 
were arrested.

has issued an edict thanking Emperor 
Nicholas for his decision to withdraw 
the Russian troops from Pekin,and also 
announcing bis own willingness to per- 
form a memorial ceremony over the 
grave of Bsron von Ketteler, the mur- 
dered German minister to China. 


It is announced from a 
l Chinese 


official source that the imperial court has 
ordered that the palace at Si Agan Fu, 
capital of the province of Shen Si, be 
immediately prepared for his reception. 


Boxor Power In Breaking. 


New York, Sept. 29—From reliable 


Chinese sources of information comes the 
statement that Hang 3fi, the notorious 
boxer leader, has committed suicide in 
Fekin' enys The Herald's Shanghai cor- 
respondent. It in also said that the 
empress dowager has replaced Prince 
Tuan by Wan Wen -Chao.

facts be true, they show that the boxer 
power is breaking with the Chinese gov- 
ernment.

STRIKERS MARCH TO MAZLEBROpK. 


TVln Sew Recruits to Their Ranlta —

a march of strikers .from Freeland to 
Hazlebrook early this morning and as 
a result of the efforts of these men to 
get out miners working at the colliery 
of J. S. Wentz & Co. there the opera- 
tion was practically shut down. 
• The marchers numbered about 100 
nnd-they left Freeland at 3 a. m. They 
reached 
Hazlebrook, five miles dis- 


tant, before daylight, -Here the strik- 
ers distributed themselves through 
the town and called at the homes of 
all men who, had not yet struck. There 
was a slight: flurry of apprehension in 
Hazlebrook \vhen the people learned 
that a. crowd of Freelaj&d strikers had 
arrived, but' as the marchers shewed 
no disposition to become unruly the 
excitement .-'soon subsided.
